Some are mere barren mounds of lichen- 
proidered rocks; but many are adorned with pretty villas, almost 
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hidden from the public gaze by intervening trees, with flower beds 
and lawns extending to the water’s edge. In many cases slender 
birches, fringing the islet’s curving rim, bend over, and, Narcissus- 
like, contemplate their tair forms within the clear expanse, find- 
ing their smooth white limbs and foliated tresses mirrored to 
perfection there.” 

One of the most charming resorts on the river is Thousand 
Island Park, the seat of the Epworth Leagie Convention. Easy 
of access to other resorts and the railroad, well laid out and kept 
up, conducted cn strictly moral lines, it is an admirable place for 
a gathering oi Christian young people. 

If the writer were a fairy, every Epworthian in the Northern 
New York Conterence would be touched with her magic wand and 
transported to this spot so much loved by those who know it best.
